soon 
gold began to go d own o r silv er u p , 
and for 30 y ears there was no t a gold 
coin in circu latio n.

m arkets o f the world 
and fou nd that o ne gold p o u nd was 
worth 1.5 9-10 p o u nd s o f silv er, and a 
Po p u list wou ld cou ld no t see any d if­ 
ference had the bill amend ed , making 
it 16 to 1. 
Now gold was no t wo rth 
q u ite as mu ch as silv er and 
silv er 
went o u t of circu latio n and there was 
no thing bu t gold . 
Bry an wants

wants to co in silv er at a ratio o f 16 
to 1.

worth 15 9-10 pounds of silver, and a 
Populist would could not see any dif­ 
ference had the bill amended, making 
it 16 to I. 
Now gold was not worth 
quite as much as silver and 
silver 
went out of circulation and there was 
nothing but gold. 
Bryan wants 
to 
overcome a fact th a t one pound of 
gold is worth 33 pounds of silver and 
wants to coin silver at a ratio of 16 
to I. 
If he succeeds the 
only gold 
will he in the gold brick he has palm­ 
ed off on the American people, and 
you will have 
to do 
one 
dollar's 
worth of work for 48 cents, or simply 
have your wages cut in two. 
“Bryan said th at protection 
would 
not stimulate our foreign trade, and 
they would not buy our goods. 
You 
have 
only to read the 
treasury re­ 
ports to find out how true this is. 
“Bryan didn’t w ant to try any of 
the issues that had been tried and he 
found a new one in 
the Philippine 
question.” 
The speaker here reviewed the tak­ 
ing of the 
Philippines and the work 
of the commission at Paris and their 
report. 
He said he was not in favor of the 
United States keeping the 
Islands, 
hut abided by the 
decision of the 
commission. 
He then spoke of the fact that It was 
necessary that two-thirds of the sen­ 
ate vote 
to keep the islands, 
and 
that he knew to his personal knowl­ 
edge that Bryan came to W ashington 
and lobbied 
with 
the 
Democratic 
senators to have the treaty passed, 
and he believed he did It simply to get > 
an issue to stand on. 
He then spoke of the nation's credit. 
and compared It with the 
time when 
Cleveland was president, when 
*the 
country had hard work to sell 4 per 
cent bonds at par, while now the 
2 


per cent bonds of the country w'ere 
selling at 3 per cent. 
He closed his speech with the state­ 
m ent th at the people should reaffirm 
their decision in regard to protection 
and sound money and do 
all 
they 
could to make 
the victory a rousing 
one. 
He then paid a high tribute to the 
ability of Hon. R. W. Tayler by say­ 
ing: 
“While you vote for the two men 
at the head of the ticket and honor 
your country by so doing, don’t forget 
that you have a congressman to elect. 
I have served three term s with him, 
and can say that he is worthy of you 
and has given his constituents a high 
place in congress. 
Give him a vote 
that will gladden his heart.” 
A voice in the audience responded, 
“We will.” 


WAYNE M ’VEACH 


Grover Cleveland’s Former Minister to 


Italy, Comes Out for 


McKinley. 


W ayne McVeagh, whom President 
Cleveland appointed m inister to Italy, 
has decided to support McKinley and 
Roosevelt. 
His reasons are given be­ 
low: 
“The controlling reason is the un­ 
willingness I feel to intrust the gov­ 
ernm ent of the 
country to the men 
who now' represent and control 
the 
Democratic organization, standing 
as 
they do upon the Chicago platform of 
1896. 
I fully appreciate the desirable­ 
ness of having two great political par­ 
ties to either of which the destinies of 
this great and growing republic can 
be safely committed, but, in my judg­ 
ment, the Democratic party does not 
at present meet th at requirement. 
“It seems to me the present 
ten­ 
dency of President McKinley’s 
mind 
as to a foreign policy can be discerned 
in the true American policy he is now 
pursuing in China. 
“On the currency question I have 
always advocated a single gold stand­ 
ard of value, and at last I find myself 
in harmony with the Republican plat­ 
form on that subject.’’

Cant Liverpool residents will be in* 
♦erected in what this prominent Dem­ 
ocrat says: 
Colonel Morton, of Fargo, S.
